_Wew York, January 27.—The third annual 
®anguet of the National Association of 
Manufacturers of the United States, which 
took place tonight at the Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel. was one of the largest and most 

te affairs of the Kind ever given 
in this city. One thousand guests. were 
gated at the tables. 

President McKinley was received at the 
Waldorf-Astoria at 6:30 p. m. and half an 
heur later he appeared in the reception 
room. where he held a levee for more than 
an hour. 

The banquet hall was magnificently deco- 
rated, the tiers of boxes being drapec with 
gilkke:r: banners. The president’s flag was 
guspended over the head of the table from 
the president’s box. The tables were elab- 
orately decorated with flowers and potted 
plants. The dais where the president and 
other fursis sat was also adorned with 
many f'owers. \From the reception room up 
the broad stairways to the banquet room 
were lines of palms and ferns. 

President McKinley, with the committee 
of thirty-six, marched into the hall, the 
band playing “‘Ha!l to the Chief!”’ 

Among those who occupied seats of honor 
on the raised dais were:

At 10:30 o’clock Warner Miller rapped for 
order.

President McKinley wus introduced. Men 
stood in their seats; women in the boxes 
waved their handkerch'‘efs, and the uproar 
drowned the speaker’s voice. The cheer- 
ing and clapping of hands were redoubied 
when a toast was drunk to the president. 

President McKinley spoke slowly and wags

President McKinley said in part:

The government is restricted in its pow- 
er to promote industry. It can aid com- 
merce, but not create it. It can widen 
@nd deepen rivers, improve its harbors 
and develop its great national waterways, 
but the ships to sail and the traffic to 
carry the people must supply. The gov- 
ernment can raise revenues by taxation 
in such a way as will discriminate in fa- 
vor of domestic enterprises, but it can- 
not establish them. It can make commer. 
clal treaties, opening to our manufac- 
turers and agriculturalists the ports of 
other nations. It can enter into reciprocal 
arrangements to exchange our products 
with those of other countries. It can aid 
our merchant marine by encouraging our 
people to build ships of commerce. It 
can assist in every lawful manner pr:- 
vate enterprises to unite the two oceans 
with a great canal. It can do all these 
things and ought to do them, but with a!! 
this accomplished the result wil! still be 
ineffectual unless supplemented by the en- 
ergy, enterprise and industry of the peo- 
Pile. It is they who must bul!d and oper- 
ate the factories, furnish ships and car- 
g0es for the canal and the rivers and the 
seas. It is they who must find the con- 
sumérs and obtain trade by going forth 
to win it 

“Much profitable trade is still unenjoyed 
by our people because of their present in- 
sufficient facilities for reaching desirable 
markets. Much of it is lost because of a 
lack of information and ignorance of the 
conditions and needs of other nations. We 
must know just what other people want 
before we can supply their wants. We 

“Must understand exactly how to reach 
them with least expense and if we would 
enter into the most advantageous business 
Telations with them. The ship requires the 
shippers, but the shipper must have as- 
Sured promise that the goods will have a 
Kale when they reach their destination. It 
is a good rule if buyers will not come to 
us for us to go to them. It is our duty 
te make American enterprise and in- 
dustfial ambition, as well as achievement, 
terms of respect and praise, not only at 
home, but among the family of nations the 
World over. 

“There is another duty resting upon the 
national government: ‘To coin money and 
regulate the value thereof.’ This duty re- 

uires that our government shall regulate 
the value of its money by the highest 
Standards of commercial honesty and 
national honor. The money of the United 
States is and must forever be unquestioned 
and unassailable. If doubts remain they 
must be removed. If weak places are dis- 
cOvered they must be strengthened. Noth- 
ing should ever tempt us—nothing will ever 
tempt us—to scale down the sacred debt to 
the nation through a legal teechnicaiity. 

hatever may be the language of the con- 
tract the United States will discharge all-of 
{ts obligations in the currency recognized 
88 the best throughout the e!vilized world 
the times of payment. Nor will we ever 
consent that the wages of labor or its fru- 
@al savings shall be scaled dewn by per- 
mitting payment in dollars of less value 
than the dollars accepted as the hest in 
every enlightened nation of the earth. 
nder existing conditicns our citizens 
Cannot be excused if they Go not redouble 
their efforts to secure such financial leg- 
islation as will place their honorable in- 
tentions: teyond dispute. All those who 
represent, as you do, the great conserva- 
tive but progressive business interests of 
the country, owe it not only to themselves, 
nt to the people to insist upon the set- 
tlement of this great question now, or 
elee to face the alternative that it must 
al submitted for arbitration at the 
7,000,000 voters, who fifteen months ago 
Won a great political battle on the issue, 
among othere that the United States gov- 
ernment would not permit a doubt to exist 
afiywhere concerning the stability and in- 
tegrity of its currency of the inviglability 
Of ‘the United States obligat’ons of every 
kind.

Washington, January 27.—Tomorrow at 6 
p. m. the senate will vote upon the Teller 
resolution and the pending amendments 
thereto. When the senate today took up 
the resolution the agreement made last 
week that the final vote upon it should be 
taken before adjournment today was 
changed in order that all senators migh* 
have an opportunity to speak. 

Tomorrow's session will begin at 10 a. m. 
and after 2 p. m. the speeches will be con- 
fined to fifteen minutes each. 

Today's session continued for more than 
six hours, the resolution being under con- 
sideration throughout practically the en- 
tire session.

The discussion was opened by Mr. Daniel, 
of Virginia, who resumed his speech begun 
last evening.

The iatter 
alternative means, said he. the disappear- 
ance of gold from circulation and the 
placing of the country upon a silver hasis, 
' It has come now to a contest between the 
two standards. Mr. Lodge derlared that 
any change in the monetary stondard 
would fall wth dire results upon the mazss- 
es of the people. The adoption of the res- 
olution and the enforcement of its pro- 
visions. he thought. would be a policy 
fraught with great danger to the ccuntry 
and to the people. 

Mr. Lindsay. of Kentucky. followed in a 
set speech in support of the resojiutian. 
He declared himself in favor of having al! 
money of the United States, whether coin 
er paper. kept equal to the best money 
of the world. and he “thought * ur for- 
tunate that the advocates of sound money 
should have accepted the issue tendered 
them by the resolution... not only with the 


| both gold and s‘lver, and in doing so vio- 
lates no contract.” 

Mr. Lindsay held that consideration of 
the resolution was a useless waste of 
lime. He thought there was no more rea- 
son for its adoption at this time than 
for the reaffirmation of the declaration of 
independence.

Mr. Aldrich asked whether the country 
could commence free coinage and gO to 
a silver basis without derogation of the 
rights of either the public or the private 
creditor. 

“Tt might be unwise,"’ replied Mr. Lind- 
Bay. “but the question presented is one of 
policy, not of good faith. The law passed 
in a constitutional way and so maintained 
always determines the question of good 
or bad fa'th.”’ 

“Would it be in goog faith.’ persisted 
Mr. Aldrich, “‘to pay the government's 
obligations in a depreciated currency?’ 
Mr. Lindsay thought the question had 
been answered.

In a colloquy between Mr. Lindsay and 
Mr. Caffery the latter declared: 

“The government is morally bound to 
pay its obligations in the best moncy.

In reply to Mr. Lindsay’s statement that 
the opponents of the resolution had forced 
the fight, Mr. Aldrich said: 

“The senator from Kentucky is under a 
misapprehension. We did not bring this 
resolution before the senate. It was 
brought here by Mr. Vest, one of your dis- 
tinguished friends, after it had been in- 
troduced by the senator from Colorado 
(Teher). Tnree years ago it was intro- 
cuced in the house by the Hon. William J. 
Bryan, the great leader of the demo- 
cratic party and the discipline of your par- 
ty is so strong and so excellent that even 
the senator from Kentucky is now found 
fighting under Mr. Bryan's leadership.’ 

“The senator from Rhode Island had bet- 
ter look after his own leadership,”’ replied 
Mr. Lindsay, “and not trouble himself 


about mine.” 
“I do not expect,” retorted Mr. Aldrich, 


“that the senator from Kentucky will ever 
vote under my leadership. Discipline on 
that side of the chamber is too strong for 
him even’ to sever himself from the demo- 
cratic party. I wish that party loyaity 
were as strong on this side of the cham- 
ber.”’ 

Mr. Wolcott, republican, of*Colorado, was 
on his feet in an instant, saying: 

‘The senator from Rhode Island ex- 
presses the wish that party discipline were 
stronger on this side of the chamber. I 
wish so, too. And I wish that senators on 
this side of the chamber would not go off 
from the tenets and principles of the re- 
publican party. at the behest of an Indian- 
apolis convention, as some of them have 
done.” 

Mr. Lindsay concluded his speech by say- 
ing that he would vote in accordance with 
his statements. He maintained that the 
question presented was one simply of law, 
and not in any sense of morals.

Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, delivered an

The 
men behind this resolution are not playing 
—not expending all this wind for nothing. 
I believe they hope to bring ahout freé 
‘coinage through executiveaction, knowing 
that that ta impossible by congressional 
action.” 

Mr. Smith, of New Jersey, followed Mr. 
Caffery. He said the adoption of the reso- 
lution waa either misunderstood or the 
debate had taken such a wide range as to 
submerge the question. He saw no neces- 
sity for the resolution. He had indeed sup- 
posed that Mr. Aldrich was responsible for 
the resolution for purposes of his own. 

Mr. Aldrich disclaimed al] responsibility 
and was promptly acquitted. Continulng. 
Mr. Smith announced his intention of vot- 
ing for the resolution on the ground that 
it was not a new declaration. In doing 
this he would not, however, surrender his 
individual views on the free coinage of 
silver. On this latter subject he had his 
views, which were that it would be difficult 
for thie country alone to maintain free 
coinage at the present ratio. 

“Then,” said Mr. Aldrich, “the resolution 
does not mean the restoration of free cotn- 
age?’ 

“Not as a legal proposition, I am‘ as- 
sured,” Mr. Smith replied. He expressed 
the opinion that the free silver advocates 
were honest citizens and that the govern- 
ment would be safe in their hands if placed 
there by the vote of the country. 

Mr. Cockrell ceupported the resolution. Hie 
discuesed the question at some length, tak- 
ing up and defining various financial enact- 
ments since 1870 to show that United States 
bonds were properly declared to be payable 
in silver. He did not think there could be 
any question that the bonds of the United 
States should be paid tn standard silver at 
the option of the government. That would

BRIGADIER GENERAL WAS SHOT TWICE 


Officer Who Allowed Ruiz To Be 
Killed Is Now Resting in a 
City Morgue. j 


Havana, January 27.—At noon : today 
Lieutenant Colonel Benedicto, with the 
Spanish Reina battalion, surprised tear 
Tapasta, this province, the camp of the 
insurgent, Brigadier General Nestor Afan- 
guren, killing Aranguren and four privates, 
capturing five of the insurgents and wound- 
ing others, who made their escape. 

The body of Brigadier General Aranguren 
was brought by train to Havana this af- 
ternoon and was delivered to the military 
authorities. After identification it was 
sent to the morgue. 

Brigadier General Aranguren was 
dently about twenty-four years of age, of 
fair complexion with blonde hair and a 
small mustache. The body, which shows 
two bullet wounds, one in the head and 
vne in the right leg, is dressed in cash- 
mere pantaloons, gray woolen coat, yellow 
shoes and gaiters comparatively new. It 
is said that the gaiters and the coat once 
belonged to Lieutenant Colonel Joaquin 
Ruiz, the ailde-de-camp of Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco, who having gone last Decem- 
ber to Aranguren’s camp with terms of 
surrender, was executed by Aranguren or 
with his approval. 

According to the Spanish authorities, 
Brigadier General Aranguren was surprised 
while on a visit to a young woman on the 
Pita farm between Campo Florida and 
Tapiste. He was wounded and on trying 
to escape was shot dead. 

Among the prisoners is the father of the 
young weman. He was the dynamiter of 
Alranguren’'s band.

I shall 
cal) on the president during my stay kere 
and, of course, shall give him such infor- 
mation as he may desire respecting pend- 
ing questions between the two countries. I 
expect to stay in Washington until the 
end of next week, when our trip home- 
ward will begin. We shall go from here 
direct to San Fruncisco, taking the steamer 
there for Honolulu. I certairfly shall like 
to see the annexation treaty ratified by the 
Senate before we leave, but we will not 
wait if such is not the case.” 

President. and Mrs. Dole have received 
many invitations to social functions during 
their stay here. This morning Mrs. Dole 
Went to cal' on a number of friends in 
company with Mrs. Hatch, the wife of the 
Hawaiian minister here. This afternoon 
Major Heistand, of the army. will accom- 
pany Mrs. Dole in a social call on Mrs. 
McKinley. 

The democratic simplicity of President 
Dole's entry into Washington has continued 
in his quiet life at his hotel and in the 
simple but hearty good will in which in-

FARMERS CAN MIX FERTILIZERS 
Agricultural Department Issues a Bul- 
letin to Planters. 
Washington, January 27.—The second 
mumber of “Experiment Station Work,” 
prepared under the direction of Director 
A. C. True, has been published by the 
agricullural department as a fatmers’ bul- 
letin. It contains a great deal of informa- 
tion on topics of interest to the farmer, 
a fair sample of which is probably that re- 
lating to common crops for forage and a 
discussion of the question whether farrn- 
ers can mix their own fertilizers econom- 

ically. 

On this !atter subject the bulletin says 
the unan'mous conclusion reached by the 
exveriment stations which have given the 
closest attention to the Subject, is that it is 
<ntirely practicable and economical under 
certain Condit ons for farmers to buy the 
diterent fertilixing materiais in the crude 
stock and to mix them on the farm and 
they have made every effort to encourage 
aud assist them in the practice. 

There is no doubt that ashes are a vil- 
uable fertilizer when used with proper 
cas and Cciscrimination, but there is con- 
siderable danger that they may be and are 
a. preacnt cvel-estimated by farmers, and 
rasney is expended in many cases in the 
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purchase of ashes which might be more ° 


economically used in buying other forms 
of fertilizer. Other subjects treated of 
in the bulletin are stock, melons, starch 
and potatoes, crimson clover, geese for 
profit and a germ fertilizer.

T. H. MARTIN TALKS OF TRADE 


He Recently Made a Report to Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 


WAY ESTABLISH A BONDED WAREHOUSE 


Mr. Martin Talks Encouragingly of 
Trade Prospects and Says That 
America Is Sure To Win. 


HB report made by Mr. T. H. Martin, 
of this city, to the convention of the 
National Manufacturers’ Association, 
held in New York this week, attracted 
considerable attention. He was appointed | 
about one year ago and was instructed to 
investigate the advisability of establish- 
ing sample warehouses in that country: 
He has made several visits to Mexico 
in the interest of the association and em- 
bodied in his report a few days ago an 
account of the condition of trade. ‘This, 
it appears, is on the increase, and Mr. 
Martin speaks very enheouragingly cn the 
prospects for further development. 
Mr. Martin, in speaking of the matter 
yesterday, said: 
“I visited the City of Mexico last March 
for the purpose of meeting the government 
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MR. T. H. MARTIN. 


Officials and discussing the matter in de- 
tail. 1 was courteously received Ly Gen- 
eral Diaz, president of the republic; Mr. 
Limantour, secretary of the treasury, and 
Mr. Leal, secretary of the department of 
commerce and promotion. All of these of- 
fic_als were emphatic in their expressions 
of confidence in the people and institu- 
tions of the United States. 

“They were quite as emphatic in their 
Andorsement of the purpose of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association ta promote more 
intimate trade relations between the two 
republics. The president was especially 
interesied in the work and purpose of the 
association and expressed himself as be- 
ing particularly anxious to co-operate with 
our effarts for trade extension. 

For a Bonded Warehouse. - 

“I explained to President Diaz, as well 
as to his cab:net officers, the desire of the 
association to establish a bonded ware- 
house in the City of Mexico for the display 
of samples of goo@s manufactured in 
the United States, and he replied tlat the 
plan would be entirely agreeable to the 
government. Before obligating itgelf to 
grant special privileges, however, the gov- 
ernment would require that the association 
make a formal proposition, explaining in 
detail! the scope and purpose of ‘ts plan 
and requesting the government tu grant 
specific privileges and exemptions. 

“I was assured that such propositions 
would be given prompt and satisfaccory 
consideration. I am very confident that a 
prdposition of this character would ve cor- 
dially received and promptly accepted by 
the Mexican government. The association 
has not as yet made a formal proposition 
to the Mexican Officials, for the reason 
that the plans for opening a sample 
warehouse in Caracas, Venezuela, were

‘‘'The Mexicans believe that some ©@f our 
tariff charges bear too heavily upon their 
commerce, but surely they will not deny 
that some oftheir rates are a serious em-’ 
barrassment to our people. But for these 
high duties our manufacturers would dou- 
ble the'r sales in Mexico within the next 
twelve months. Possibly there are some 
commodities upon which the Mexicans 
would agree to reduce the tariff, provided 
like concessions were made on the pro- 
ducts that they wish to sell us. 

“There are a number of articles upon 
which our neighbors levy a duty that are 
not manufactured in Mexico, and in all 
probability will not be made there for 
many years to come. Upon such articles 
Mexico might make concessions, in which 
case we might equalize matters by reduc- 
ing our rates on hides and fruits, which 
at present seem too high. Such agreements 
are not only possible, but are provided for 
in our present tariff law.”

fornia Visits City of Mexico. 

Mexico City, January 27.—Mrs. Hearst, 
widow of Genator Hearst, of California, has 
arrived here and been cordially greeted, 
the governor of the federal district sending 
one of the finest bands to serenade her. 
Genator Hearst was a warm friend of 
Mexico andatthe time ofthe Cutting in- 
cident displayed his sympathy with this 
country and aided in resisting the pressure 
for war, eupporting President Cleveland in 
his pacific attitude, hence the grateful re- 
gard in which the memory of the California 
senator is held in Mexico.

The affair grew out of several suits 
filed against Barnes & Son, who failed in 
business some weeks ago. Colonel Curry 
represented the different plaintiffs and it 
seems that Barnes had taken umbrage 
at the manner in which Colonel Curry was 
pushing the claims of his clients and when 
they met In front of The Jackson Times 
office they began to dispute’and soon came 
After a few blows were passed, 
it seems, the men separated, but it is 
claimed by some that Mr. Barnes con- 
tinued to abuse Colonel Curry. Curry, it 
is claimed, asked him to desist and drew 
his knife, whereupon Barnes attempted to 
strike him. 

It was then that Colonel Curry used his 
knife with what may prove fatal results. 
Barnes received an ugly gash across the 
jaw, completely cutting out a tooth. Curry 
also gave him a stab in the shoulder. 

Colonel Curry gave bond in the sum of 
$500 and was released. Mr. Barnes was 
removed to his grandfather’s, Mr. J. J. 
Barnes, on Third strect. Mr. Barnes and 
Curry have pbeen close friends and the 
fight is quite a surprise. 

Mr. Barnes is an excellent young man 
of a good family. Colonel Curry is well 
known all over the state. He was the 
efficient chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee of the last legislature and a lawyer 
of note. 

The affair is greatly deplored here, for 
both men are fearless and may be that 
the end is not yet.

Just as he pulled the trigger Miss Annie 
caught the gun, throwing it up and the 
ball went through the cejiing and this 
vandal struck her with his fist, thrusting 
her from him and with oaths placing the 
bayonet against her head said: “I'll blow 
out your —— rebel brains.’’ Another struck 
Joe over the head, cutting a deep gash in 
his head and shoulder, from which the 
biood ran profusely. Misses Mary and An- 
nie thrust themselves in front of Joe to 
protect him, when one of the vendala 
made a thrust at them, striking Miss Annie 
on her shoulder with a bayonet, tearing 
her sleeve. Both these ladies were covered 
with blood from the _ gaping, bleeding 
wounds of their foster brother. They 
swore vengeance to all in the house, catch- 
ing Mrs. Perdue by her throat, cursing 
her gray hars and telling her they would 
return and tie her and every occupant in the 
house and fire it. Tney took their dead 
comrade and went off with threats. For 
some wecks they sent threatening mes- 
sages until they were forced to go back to 
the city. Joe got back to his command. 
General Price sent very many messages, 
letters and dispatches to her to be sent to 
friends in Missouri. They in return would 
send back their answers to be sent to their 
loved oneg in the confederate army. Gen- 
erals Price and Johnston sent their secret 
service agents to her home. She procured 
many passes for them to go through the 
federal lines. This delicate young girl was 
entrusted with an important mission on 
one occasion to St. Louis, Mo., obtaining 
the desired information and placing the 
Same in the possession of the trusted con- 
federate scout from General Price. This 
was in October. 1863. 


Annoyed by Detectives. 


So intense was this young lady’s devo- 
tion to the cause of the south that she. 
with her famliy, were singled out by the 
federals to be dally annoyed by detectives 
and officers visiting the house, searching 
it thoroughly from garret to cellar for con- 
traband matter—rebel Soldiers, so they 
said—but simpiy to annoy the family. It 
was in August previous that her foster 
brother, Joe, was the bearer of important 
messages from General Chalmers,and when 
near the city was captured, brought into 
Memphis and plaged in prison at Fort Pick- 
ering just below Memphis. Joe managed to 
get a message to his sister to come at once 
to him; that it was of vital importance 
to both. Miss Annie, braving all da r, 
went to the old fort to find her rather, 
and after prolonged searching found him. 
She returned, ving t 
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on parole. r return to Memphis from 
St. Louis she was arrested, thrown into 
prison, cha oO” *Deing an aider and 
abettor of the - Hier friends in the 
city at once set t having her released. 
General Veach, then in command, placed 
her bond at $10, , Which was _ readily 
made and signed, representing over $100,000. 
| The young girl Was permitied to return 
to her home, but not: to be long unmolest- 
ed, for General Veach again had her ar- 
rested and ordered out of the city. She 
was continually. annoyed by detectives and 


arrests. 
Kept Under Watch. 


After General Forrest's attacks on Fort 
Pillow she was again arrested by order 
of General Hurlbert, who declared she had 
aided and secreted General Forrest aha 
soldiers, sending his officers in the mid 
hour of night to Search for General For- 
rest. The followimg day she received a 
written order of banishment, stating the 
day and hour at which she should leave. 
The hour passed and she still remained. 
When an officer Was sent to the house to 
see if she had gone she said: 

“Of course not. [I am not going to leave. 
You have the power to put me out, and I 
claim a right to demand an escort. Tell 
your commander so,” 

He left after saying: 

“You are right. ” 

So matters stood for some days, when 
Charley was arrested and put in prison. 
And as the provost marshal told Miss 
Annie, “We hold him 4s a ‘hostage for you. 
When you go he will be released.” Soon 
after another engagement occurred. 
M:-ss Annie was again ordered out 
of Memphis, and all bearing 
her name. General Washburn rescinded the 
order so far as to allow the family to go by 
land and an escort beyond the federal lines. 
They went to Grenada, joining friends 
there and remained some two months. 

The citizens of Memphis got up a peti- 
tion to have Miss Mary recalled, she being 
the head of the house. the mother having 
died from the terrible shock given her 
when the mob visited them at their country 
hon.e, and the federals granted the peti- 
tion allowing Miss Mary to return. but 
would not permit Miss Annie to accompany 
her. In August Miss Anni¢ went tw Ala- 
bama to visit friends. Miss Annie reached 
Memphis by boat about May 26, 1865. Thus 
did this fair daughter of the south give her 
whole heart and time to the cause of the 
south. She was ever doing something for 
the soldiers in the fleld, in the hospitals 
and thousands spoke in her praise. 

The portrait of General Price, which she 
painted. was sold for some $500—the moncy 
sent to General Price. They purchased the 
instruments for a band, each piece with 
her name engraved upon it, and a march 
dedicated to her. She has gained ereat 
celebrity as a southern artist and like Mrs. 
Basil Duke, of Kentucky, un-reconstructed, 
a devoted southern mother, one of the orig- 
inal members of the Southern Memorial 
Society and is a Daughter of the Confed- 
eracy. 

Colonel Seabring is a confederate officer 
with an honorable record, who had many 
hairbreadth escapes during the war. He 
is at present living with his devoted wife 
with his oldest son, Mr. W. R. Seabring, 
of the Plant system.

FINANCIERS KEPT GUESSING 


They Think Some Swindling Scheme 
Is Being Worked on the Town. 


CARNIVAL COMMITTEES WILL HOLD MEETING 


News and Gossip from Macon—Small- 
pox Proclamation by Mayor 
Price. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga.. January 27.—Mr. Robert S. Col- 
lins, of ‘Macon, represents at this point the 
Fidelity and Deposit Company of Baltt- 
more. Today he received a letter from 
C. P. Moore, a lawyer of Winston, N. 
C., addressed to the Macon Trust and 
Deposit Company, and as there is no such 
company in Macon, the letter was delivered 
to Mr. Collins, under the idea that the 
letter may have been intended for him. 
Mr. Moore inclosed in the letter a check 
for $7.0, made payable to his order and 
signed by F. L. Phillip. The check was 
drawn on the Trust and Deposit Company 
of Macon, Ga. It was dated Macon, Ga., 
January 26, 1898. It was a printed check 
of the Wachoria Loan and Trust Company 
of Winston, N. C., but this name had been 
scratched with a pen and the words Trust 
and Deposit Company of Macon, Ga, 
written above in ink. Mr. Moore inclosed 
the check in a letter to the Trust and De- 
posit Company of Macon, in which he stat- 
ed that he doubted if the check would be 
honored, and for this reason he would not 
deposit it for collection in any bank, but 
sent it direct to the company to be paid 
and the proceeds remitted. As there is no 
such institution in Macon as the Trust and 
Deposit Company, and Mr. Moore doubted 
if the check would be honored, the natu- 
ral inquiry is who is F. L. Phillip, the 
name signed to the check. 

The American National bank of Macon 
received a few days ago a check for $25 
from the New York clearing house. The 
check was printed with the Macon Trust 
Company across the face and on the end 
was printed “The Macon Hosiery (ompa- 
ny.”" The check had been sent to a firm 
in San Francisco, Cal., from where it was 
sent to New York and then to the Macon 
bank. The check was signed by G. BP. 
Carr, treasurer. With the exception of 
the month and day the date was printed. 
There is no such Institution in this city 
as the “Macon Trust Company.’ ‘There 1s 
an air of mystery about the two checks 
mentioned above which may lead ‘to inter- 
esting developments, It is believed that 
the checks are a swindling device, such 
as the one which was reported yesterday 
from San Francisco by the Associated 
Press. The’ report was made public by 
the Bank of California and is as ‘ollows: 

“Qu'te a number of drafts have been 
presented and refused at the Punk of Cal- 
ifornia purporting to have been drawn by 
the North Pacific Trading and Transporta- 
tion Company by B. H. Northrup, W. B. 
Weare, secretary. 

‘The company is unknown at the bank 
and neither its name nor names of the 
signing officers appear in the San Francisco 
directory. All drafts so far presented ap- 
pear to have been negotiated in New York, 
though dated San Francesco.” 

Large Fruit Colony. 

Mr. John D. Cunningham, of Marietta, 
chairman of the populist executive com- 
mittee of Georgia, is a guest of the Brown 
house. But politics is not the mission of 
Mr. Cunningham this time. He is also 
president of the Georgia Fru‘t and Land 
Land Company, and this Is the business 
that brings him to Macon. He is en route 
to Danville, Laurens county, the site of 
the co-operative fruit farm colony which 
the company intends starting by the plant- 
ing of 80,000 fruit trees for the colonists. 
The gompany has bought 7,000 acres of 
land and has sold orchard lots to 200 col- 
onists on the installment plan. There wil! 
be 160 trees per acre and the contracts 
specify that not less than half the land 
sold shall be so planted. It is estimated 
that on the third year the trees will bear 
and. relieve the purchasers of paying any 
more installments. The scheme provides 
for the co-operative harvesting and mar- 
keting of fruit so that the purchasers may 
be relieved of that difficulty. Many of the 
colonists reside in the west and do not 
expect to live on the land. Mr. Cunning- 
ham furnishes the trees. The Georgia 
Fruit and Land Company is well officered. 
Mr. Dudley M. Hughes, of Danvilie, is 
manager. He 1s an_ experienced fruit 
grower. He is president of the Georgia 
Fruit Growers’ Asgociation and vice presi- 
dent of the Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
ratlroad. Mr. C. F. W. Neely, of Muncie, 
Ind., is vice president of the frult company. 
Mr. Cunningham speaks enthusiastically of 
the project. He is a large fruit grower and 
believes in the great possibilities of fruit 
culture in Georgia. Mr. Cunningham ia 
president of the American Fruit Growers 
Union and takes great interest in anything 
appertaining to the fruit business.

Macon, 
Proclamation by Mayor. 

It has not yet been positively determined 
whether the suspicious case of sickness 
in. Macon is smalipox or chicken pox. Dr. 
Worsham, who has had more experience 
in the treatment of smal:pox than any 
other physician in Macon, says unhesitat- 
ingly that the case is chicken pox. 

Today Mayor Price issued the following 


proclamation: 

“Mayor's Office, Macon, Ga., January 27, 
1898.—In view of the fact that a suspected 
case of smallpox exists in the city. 1 desire 
to urge upon our citizens to heed the reso- 
lutions passed by the mayor and council 
this day, and which are aere given:

VAMPIRE'S VICTIMS 
NOT ALL DEAD 


WP. Cape Is New on Trial for the 


Murder of J. J. Pool. 


YOUNG LADY: A’ WITNESS 


She Displayed No Emotion on the 
Witness Stand. 


TWO RIVALS FOUGHT TO A FINISH 
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It Is Said That She Will Wed the 
Murderer of Her Lover If He 
Comes Clear of the Crime. 


Gainesville, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)— 
The trial of W. P. Cape, charged with the 
murder of J. J. Pool at Bethlehem church, 
near Bellton, in this county, was begun 
in the superior court yesterday and was 
concluded this afternoon. Great crowds 
have attended the trial and the courtroom 
has been packed. The defendant and the 
man who was killed belong to very promi- 
nent families and their standing made the 
case one of unusual interest. Pool was 
defended by Dean & Hobbs and Solicitor 
General Howard Thompson was assisted 
in the prosecution by Colonel C. R. 
Faulkner, of Beliton. The outcome of the 
case has been anxiously’ awaited. Both 
sides have vigorously contested every 
point and there has been no cessation in 
the interest of the trial since it was begun. 

A lerge number of witnesses have been’ 
examined, but no extremely sensational 
testimony has been brought out, though {it 
has been clearly proven that the cause of 
the difficulty was the jealous rivalry exist- 
ing between Cape and Pool on account of 
the seductive charms of Miss Babe Martin, 
with whom both young men werg despe- 
rately in love and who tis one of fe belles 
of the section in which she liveg. 

The crime is fresh In the minds of the 
people and the gensational stabbing of 
Poo! to death by Cape is well remembered. 
They were in attendance upon religious 
services when the deed was doze, Pool 
having escorted Miss Martin there early in 
the day and remained with her most ef 


' the time. Cape was considerably angered 


at this, it seems, and at the first oppor- 
tunity got her and proposed taking a 
drive, a proposition she accepted. While 
in the act of hitehing his horse to the 
buggy in which Miss Martin was seated 
Pool came up and stated to Cape that he 
desired to speak to him, walk- 
ing off at the same time and 
signaling Cape to follow, which 
the latter did. When at a distance of 
about thirty yards from the buggy it fs 
alleged that Pool assaulted Cape and 
struck him a powerful lick over the head, 
at the same time grabbing him around the 
body and getting his head under Pool's 
breast. It was brought out in the testi- 
mony today that it was in thid position) 
that Cape took his Knife from his pocket 
and with one powerful effort freed himself 
from Pool's grasp and immediately plunged 
the knife deep into his breast. Friends 
interfered and the antagonists were sepa- 
rated, Pool being taken in charge by his 
friends and given medical attention, He 
only lived about thirty minutes, however, 
ana Cape was immediately placed under 
arrest, brought to Gainesville and lodged 
in jail. Application was made for bail soon 
afterwards, which was granted. He was 
indicted for murder by the grand. jury last 
week and his trial was taken up Wednes- 
day. 

Miss Martin was placed on the stand, 
but no sensational testimony was brought, 
out by her. She related hog the tragedy 
occurred as she saw it, and told how she 
had seen one of her suitors stabbed to 
death by another within thirty yards of 
her. Miss Martin displayed no emotion 
whatever, but quietly answered such ques-| 
tions as were asked by the attorneys. It is 
unedrstood that she is now engaged to 
Cape, and if he is freed that they will be 
married at an early date. 

The defendant made his statement, which 
was substantially the same as the story’ 
of the tragedy as told above. He sald he 
did not want to kill Pool, but that he was 
forced to do s0 to save himself. “No one 
regrets more than do the unfortunate 
occurrence,’ said Cape in conclusion. 

The opening argument was made by 
Colonel H. H. Dean for the defense. He 
spoke for three hours and made a telling 
speech. He was followed by Colonel How- 
ard Thompson for the state, who urged 
the jury to bring im a verdict of gulity. 
the evidence proving clearly to his mind 
that it was murder. 

Judge J. J. Kimsey made a clear and-* 
able charge to the jury, after which they 
retired to make a verdict, which, if they 
agree, will be made known tomorrow morn- 
ing.

G. W. Bauman, a young man well known 
in the city, has been in love, according to 
reports, with a young lady of Atlanta for 
some time. When the gladsome Christmas 
tide drew to a dawning, his thoughts turn- 
ed tenderly toward his sweetheart and he 
determined to invest in a souvenir of the 
Yuletide sort as a contribution to her hap- 
piness and a compliment to her popularity 
with him. 7 

Whitehall street was convenient, so three 
days before Christmas he entered the drug 
store of Estes & Co., near tne corner of 
Garnett street. A bottle of wood violet 
perfume he priced was named at _ $1.50. 
Whether he thought this price too high or 
too low, deponent sayeth not. t any rate 
Bauman says he decided not to take the 
perfume and left the store. 

The next day Bauman was horrified—at 
least this is the impression he hae retain- 
ed—to receive a bill from the firm of 
IEestes & Co., charging him $5 for that un- 
purchased bottle of perfume.

Returns in Good Health To Re- 
sume His Executive Duties, 


SAW ABUL FIGHT ON SUNDAY 


And Vigorously Defends His Action in 
Doing the Same, 


SPEAKS FRANKLY OF STATE POLITICS 


Says He Was for Terrell, but with 
Terrell Out, He Is for the Strong- 
est Man Who Can Be Nomi- 
nated—Mixed Up Talk 
by Wire. 


After more than a month of Mexico, Gov- 
ernor Atkinson yesterday returnel to At- 
lanta, ruddy of face, springy of step, remi- 
niscent of bull fights, and silent 4s to poli- 
tics, His party, which consisted of Mrs. 
Atkinson, Captain Oscar J, Brown, Colonel 
Thomas J. Atkinson, Representative Bow- 
dre Phinizy, of Augusta; Colonel W. A. 
Knowles, of Rome; Colonel Pleasant A. 
Stovall, of Savannah; Dr. E. C. Davis, Miss 
Lucile Atkinson, Mrs. John 8. Candler and 
Miss Ella Powell, scattered quickly to their 
eeveral homes when they reached Atlanta 
at noon, but the governor, after a brief call 
at the executive mansivn, went straight to 
the capitol. 

Here he was received by a number of 
statehouse officials, all of whom compli- 
mented him upon his itmproved appearance, 
Attorney General Terrell was one of his 
first visitors, and the greeting between the 
two was particularly warin. Comptroller 
General Wright, Adjutant General J. Me- 
Intosh Kell, Treasurer W. J. Speer and 
Prison Commissioner Joseph §8S. Turner all 
dropped in to pay their respects, and in a 
little while the governor’s private office 
wus comfortably filled with his friends. He 
assured them in the beginning that his trip 
has been a most delightful one, and that no 
member of his party had been to the least 
degree indisposed since they started out. 
So far as he was personally concerned, he 
declared that he had never had a better 
time in his life. 

He Saw the Bull Fight. 

All regulation interviews published in 
newspapers are written under a@ systematic 
rule Which robs them of some of their rea)- 
ism. The Constitution’s interview with the 
gcvernor this morning, however, is nec- 
essarily different, because a!! details of his 
trip were skipped when Judge Turner de- 
liberately asked: 

“Governor, how did you like the bull- 
fight?’ 

“I didn’t think much of it. 
on Sunday.”’ 

“Sunday?” interrupted Judge Turner. 

“Just so,’’ said the governor. “I was 
there on Sunday because the Sunday bull- 
ficsht in the City of Mexico is the only one 
worth seeing. I went to that country to 
study its customs, and I could not have 
done so if I did not do just what the peo- 
ple did. They spend their Sunday mecrn- 
ings in the cathedrals, occupied with their 
devotions, but the first thing they do when 
they leave their prayers is to cnter into a 
scramble for tickets to the bullfigit. The 
fight is to them what a trip to Grant park 
or ‘the menagerie on Sunday is to us, and 
they think no more of it. On the forenoon 
of the day that we saw the fight we at- 
tended services in the magnificent cathedral] 
of the City of ‘Mexico, and saw people, who 
later witnessed the butchery, crawl on their 
hands and knees to the altar, Kissing the 
uncarpeted floor.’’ 

The governor was reminded that some ef 
the newspapers of the state had criticised 
him for attending such an exhibltion on the 
Sabbath, but he would not repiy to their 


I was there 


criticism, except to say tthat any sensible | 


person whould have aone exactly as he 
did under the same circumstances. He said 
he had not seen any of the Georgia news- 
papers since he left, but that if he had 


read them all, it would not have altered his 
purpose in the least. 


Went To See Everything. 

“T started out to do so, and came as near 
seeing everything as was possible under the 
circumstances,” he said. “I went to Mex- 
ico not only for the purpose of seeing 
everything, but also of study‘ng every 
phase of their political, industrial, social, 
mora] and religious thought. 

“Bull fighting is the national sport of the 
Mexicans, as of the Spaniards, and strange 
to sav, while the City of Mexico, as all 
other Mexican cities, is filled with churches 
—they having more money invested in 
church property than American cities of 
the same size—this exhibition is only had 
on Sundays. 

‘No man can be an impartial judge in 
passing uvon standards of civilization and 
Christianity, but I felt a just pride in the 
fast that neither the Christian thought 
nor the feeling of humanity which prevails 
in our country would tolerate such exhibi- 
tions. I visited the bull fight and these 
other places for the same reason that min- 
isters visit the slums of cities to see the 
dens of shame.”’ 

His Impression of the Fight. 

Returning to the question of what he 
thought of bull fights in the abstract, he 
said: 

“They are brutal, nasty and uninteresting 
exhibitions to any healthy minded person. 
When our party reached the arena —_ 
were, as I have said, at least 10,000 Mexi- 
cans gathered about it, the unusually large 
crowd being attracted by the fact that 
Mazzantini, the famous toread®r, was to 
appear. Of his ability and skill in slayi>? 
the angry and wounded bulls I have no 
criticism to make, but the horrible practice 
of turning loose in the arena, as victims 
of the enraged animals, aged and decrepit 
horses. useful for no purpose except to be 
gored to death and to have their entrails 
poured out on the sawdust floor, I have 
nothing but a feeling of condemnation and 
disgust. Let Mexico have her bull fights. 
This country don’t want them. No decent 
American citizen who saw one such rest’

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Branching off 
general discussion of Mexican conditions, 
the governor said: 7 OTe 

“Mexico is a most progressive and enter- 
prising country, of a most ener- 
getic and capable government. We did not 
meet President Diaz, because he was ab- 
sent when we visited the City of Mexico, 
but we had plenty of opportunity to study 
the industrial, commercial and financial 
conditions through’ the courtesies of all the 
other officials whom we met. Of course, 
the one thing that most interasts a good 
democrat who visits Mexico is the silver 
question, and I have no hesitancy whatever 
in saying that the people there are well 
satisfied with their bimetallic system of 
finance. During our trip I do not remem- 
ber having heard even a single unfavorable 
comment as to this. 


The Silver Question. 

“The Mexicans are deeply interested, 
and very naturally, in the future action of 
the United States on the currency question, 
but from my observations of the conditions 
there I am by no means convinced that a 
Majority of them are anxious for us to 
adopt an equal gold and silver standard. 
Their silver policy protects them much 
better than our tariff does us from foreign 
competition. A merchant there buying 
$10,000 worth of goods as valued in gold, 
pays for it $22,000 in Mexican silver, and 
those goods are subject to the same fluctu- 
ations as affect the exchange in money. 
If he buys the same go00ds in home pro- 
duction they have a standard value which 
never leaves him uncertain as to how he 
stands. For this reason manufacturing in- 
dustries are everywhere being encouraged, 
and I saw evidences of industrial enterprise 
that surprised me. 

“I was very much surprised, too, to 
find that cotton in Mexico sells for from 
18 to 20 cents a pound, and that a consid- 
erable portion of it was imported. The 
country manufactures more cotton than 
it produces and the surplus comes from the 
United States. But cotton which sells at 
5 cents a pound in Atlanta has over a cent 
acent a pound added to it in freight rates 
to Mexico; has between 5 and 5 cents a 
pound added to it in the tariff, and has 
6 cents a pound added to it because of the 
difference in the value of money. Thus, 
when cotton, worth 5 cents in Atlanta, 
reaches the City of Mexico, it is worth 17 
cents a pound. I did not have opportunity 
of investigating the cotton factories of the 
country, but I was told that they employ 
Only native labor and are operated with 
a considerable profit.’’ 


Many’ Courtesies Extended. 


Speaking of the courtesies extended to his 
party on the trip, the governor said that 
nothing could have been more hospitable. 
At Fort Worth, Tex., the mayor and city 
Officiais extended them a banquet. At El 
Paso they were given a reception, at Chi- 
huahug, the capital of the state of the 
same name. they Were met by the governor 
with his staff and a brass band. and during 
the evening were tendered both a reception 
and a banquet. At Cuernavaca they were 
met by the local officials in carriages and 
escorted about the town. The same was 
true at Guadalajara, Vera Cruz, Jalapa, 
the City of Mexico, in which latter city 
they were serenaded by the national band, 
and other places. Every possible attention 
was shown the distinguished party and the 
fovernor was earnest in expressing his 
appreciaion, 

By this time, however. most of the pure- 
ly social portion of the interview had been 
exhausted, and it was The Constitution rep- 
resentative present who first touched upon 
the political. 

“Governor,”” he asked, “what do you 
think of the present political situation in 
the state?’’ 

“I know too little about it to give expres- 
sion to any opinion,’’ was the reply. ‘‘l am 
a good deal in the dark as to what has 
taken place since I left, and the most that 
I can say is that I hope for the election of 
a good democrat for governor next year. 
When I left there was some talk that At- 
torney General Terrell would be a candi- 
date, and had he run I would have given 
him such support as is consistent with the 
Official position which I hold. With him 
out of the race I hope. as I have always 
hoped, that the party will nominate the 
very. strongest and most available man 
they can find. There has been a lot of 
nonsense printed about Terrell and I hav- 
ing entered into a political partnership, 
but I think that all such talk will now 
cease. So far as [| am concerned I am 
frank to say that Iam nota candidate for 
anything. I want to fill my term as gov- 
ernor with satisfaction to the people, and 
I am perfectly willing to leave the rest 
with them.” 


His First News of Terrell. 


In connection with the matter of Attor- 
ney General Terrell’s announcement that 
he would not be a candidate, the governor 
told a good story. While he was at Vera 
Cruz an Atlanta newspaper sent him a 
telegram which read, when it reached him, 
as follows:

The governor said that he did not think 
anything at that time for publication, and 
therefore he ignored the invitation. It was 
not until he got to Montgomery that he saw 
acopy of Mr. Terrell’s annoufitement, 
which was brought down to him! by State 
Librarian James E, Brown, and Private 
Secretary Frank Callaway. An effort was 
made to get him to talk about the contents 
of this somewhat significant communica- 
tion, but he declined to say anything ex- 
cept what is quoted above. 

The governor spent the entire afternoon 
in looking over his official affairs. and 
found everything in excellent shape. He 
had prepared in advance for aimost every 
emergency, but none had arisen, and the 
routine work of the office was conducted 
so weil that executive affairs are practical- 
ly up to date. One of the governor’s first 
duties will be to appoint the library com- 
mission authorized under the Knowles’ res- 
olution passed by the last legislature. He 
will probably receive in a day or two a 
number of actions taken by the prison 
commissioners on applications for pardons. 
Having done these things he will take hold 
of the reins of office just where he let go 
of them when he started on his trip. 


Received Splendid Treatment. 


Never was a party of Georgians given 
better treatment than that received by 
Governor Atkinson and those who accom- 
panied him on his Mexican trip. Every- 
where they went the officials placed them- 
selves at the party’s disposal, and care was 
taken to see that they wanted for nothing.

UDGE LUMPKIN, of the superior 
J court, granted an injunction late yes- 

terday afternoon against State Treas- 
urer Speer examining private thanks ac- 
cording to the act passed at the last session 
of the leg'slature. The petition, filed by 
John L. Hopkins & Sons and King & 
Spalding, attorneys, is backed by virtualiy 
all the private bankers in Georgia, and 
twenty-two of them are named in the bill. 
They wish to make a test case of the 
law in order to establish whether the 
state treasurer, im h's vested right of 
bank examiner, has the power to proceed 
as the law directs. 

This act compels all persons engaged in 
private banking to make the regular re- 
ports of incorporated banks, and making 
the failure to stamp the 
corporated”’ upon their stationery a mis- 
demeanor.

Is the Act Unconstitutional? 

The act in litigation was passed by the 
legislature and was approved by the gov- 
ernor December 21, 1897. Petitioners allege 
that the unconstitutional and 
void, arguing as follows: 

“Upon. information and belief, 
was voted upon and put on its final pas- 
sage by the legislature on December 16. 
1897. Petitioners aver that said legislature 
convened for its said session of 1897 on 
October 1897—the first day of the said 
session being October 27th. The passage 
of said act on the 16th day of December 
was on a day beyond the fifty days allowed 
by the constitution of this state for the 
holding of gaid session, and that sajd leg- 
islature was, theréfore, not lawfuily in 
session. Said act wis not approved by 
the governor within five days from the le- 
gal expiration of the fifty days the legis- 
lature was in séss‘on. 

“Said alleged act is further 
tional in that it is entitled, ‘an act to 
provide for the examination of private 
banks by the bank examiner of the state, 
to compel the making statements a3 
now. required of incorporated banks, to 
provide for punishment a penalty for fail- 
ure or refusal to comply therewith and for 
other purposes.’ The act not only under- 
takes to do what is set forth in its cap- 
tion, but undertakes to require all person 
or persons, firms or corporations falling 
under the operations of said alleged act, to 
stamp upon their stationery, letter heads 
and envelopes the words, ‘not incorpo- 
rated,’ to constitute a failure so to do a 
crime and to prescribe a- penalty there- 
fore.

MAJOR MIMS TALKS OF THE RUMOR 


Says He Knows Nothing of Any Plans 
To Change the Name of the 
Austell. 


N these days when great steamships 
| are named for crowned heads, great 

buildings are named for insurance 
companfes. One of the great life compa- 
nies has a building in Atlanta named for 
it. Another sky-scraper in course of erec- 
tion will bear a life company’s name. A 
third building is commonly known by the 
title of the greatest life company in Amer- 
ica, and now a fourth gossip has it that 
a fourth building is to be named for a 
life company. In this, though, gossip may 


be wrong. 

The last building referred to is the Aus- 
tell, on Forsyth street. It is certain, 
though. that the New York Life Insurance 
Company will occupy offices in the nine- 
story pile. Major Livingston Mims, after 
more than twenty years in the Healy 
block, at Marietta and Peachtree will 
soon move over to the fourth floor of the 
Austell and will take all the front rooms 
on that floor overlooking the bridge. 

It is understood that the New York Life 
Insurance Company will refund Mr. Wil- 
liam Austell’s loan of approximately $300,- 
000 on this building at a lower rate of 
interest. He is paying 7 per cent or chere- 
abouts on the loan now. It is said that he 
has arranged to take up that loan and 
place it with the New York Life for 5 per 


cent or less. 

Mr. Pouillain, the New York Life’s real 
estate representative, was in Atlanta last 
week and he looked over the property 
carefully. Since then the company kas 
asked a number of prominent business nmén 
here for their opinion of the value of the 
building. Mr. Pouillain did not tell any 
one here what he thought of the property, 
but it is believed that he made 1 favorable 
report on it as an investment. lHle cer- 
tainly did not turn it down or the company 
would not be writing here for the judgment 
of Atlanta men. 

The Austell is a magnificent building. 
It is centrally located and conservative 
men believe that it will grow more valua- 
ble vear by year. ” 

Major Mims said that he would move 
his offices over to the Austell, but he did 
not know anything about the company 
refunding the loan or about a change of 
name. He did not believe that the name 
would be changed. ‘ 

“If the New York L‘fe,”” he said, “‘want- 
ed a building in Atlanta to bear ‘ts name. 
it has the money to build 9dne. or a hun- 
dred, for that matter. It could buy av 
Atlanta if it wished to if the city were for 
sale. I don’t believe jn naming *u.‘dings 
for insurance companies just ior the ad- 
vertisement.’’ 

The reason for the change in quarters 
is that the new building affords more 
room for the offices. The Equitable has its 
bu lding and Captain Grant’s new building 
will be known as the Prudential. 

There was some talk of the English- 
American's eleven-story building. at Peach- 
tree and Broad, being called the Mutual 
for the Mutual Life, but that company 
was not eager nor was the Enalish-Ameri- 
can company. which owns the building. 
The managers of that company pr opcsed 
to make their building popular with in- 
surance men, and they know that if they 
called it after one of the large c.'mpanies 
other life insurance companies would hes- 
itate to go in.

All] sorts of ru- 
mors are constantly afloat professing to 

ive in detail the plans for this merging, 
end also for the consolidation of various 
other Vanderbilt properties, but no official 
or authoritative announcement has been 
made, nor is one expected. The advance in 
New York Central was twice arrested dur- 
ing the day by reactions. The large ab- 
rorption of the stock, which developed be- 
fore the decline had reached great length, 
Suggested the probability that the reaction 
was manipulated in the interest of those 
seeking to acquire the stock. Lake Shore 
yielded 1% of its extreme advance of 24 
per cent before the close. It is noticeable 
that the Vanderbilt stocks for the most 
art closed below last night’s final price. 
Northern Pacific preferred, Kansas and 
Texas preferred and Rock Island were 
leaders of the market in connection with 
New York Central. There were not lack- 
tng other features of strength in the mar- 
ket and the New York transit ccmpanies 
were conspicuous for a sudden and sharp 
advance in the final hour. But, considering 
the large“Volume of business, the smal] net 
advance in many active speculative favor- 
ites and the mixture of losses on the dav’s 
business, it must be regarded as probable 
that there was a large taking of profits 
by recent buyers. London had a large ac- 
eount in the local market today and on 
the side of sales there was a halance of 
over 30,000 shares. There was no news to 
explain such a change of front on the part 
of the British financial center. and it ean 
only be accounted for by a significant dis- 
position to take quick profits on a sharp 
advance. Sterling exchange responded to 
the London gelling with a rather firmer 
tone. There was no hardening tendency 
perceptible in the local money market.

THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Some of the insurance companies and 
bankers have a project on foot to ask 
congress to pass a bill authorizing the post- 
office to receipt for important letters. The 
idea is to have such letters as senders 
would like to get a receipt for, registered 
when mailed. It is not proposed to have 
them take the subsequent course of regis- 
tered mail, but after being receipted for, 
to go just as ordinary mail matter. 

A copy of such a bill has been received in 
Atlanta with the reauest that the insurance 
managers and general agents and bankers 
petition congress to pass the measure. 

Nothing is said in the bill in regard to 
extra postage, but it is presumed that if 
the postal department should be required 
to do this additional work, an additional! 
2 or 3-cent stamp would be required in or- 
der to pay for the trouble. 

Banks and insurance companies in par- 
ticular, have many letters not containing 
money that they would like to be able to 
show, if necessary, had been mailed. For 
instance, it would be desirable to have ev- 
idence that notices had been sent out in- 
forming policy holders that their premiums 
would fall due on a certain date. Insur- 
ance contracts usually contain a clause to 
the effect that evidence that a notice has 
been mailed shall be evidence that the no- 
tice was received, Some times it happens 
that after lapses have occurred, the in- 
sured dies. Then it may be claimed that 
the notice of the premium falling due was 
never received. This has often been made 


the ground for a suit by the heirs for the 


amount of the policy. 

Mr. Cofield, manager of the Atlanta 
Bankers and Guaranty Fund Life Associa- 
tion, received one of these petitions a few 
days «go, and he has obtained the signa- 
turees of a number of insurance men and 
bankers. The bill was drawn in the north. 
Insurance men, as a rule, are in favor of 
it because they. would cheerfully pay extra 
postage in order to get a receipt showing 
that their important letters had been put 
in the postoffice. That, of course, would 
not be proof that the letters were received, 
but the percentage of loss is insignificant. 
The petition follows: 


“To the Honorable James A. Gary, Post- 
master General, Washington, D. (.—'I'‘he 
undersigned respectfully represent that in 
the prosecution of many branches of bus- 
iness it is necessary that a great number 
of notices be mailed through the postof- 
fice, and that the proof of malling is a 
very important feature; that the only 
method now provided for securing this 
proof through the postoffice department is 
by registering each letter, and that this 
method is not only expensive but that it 
includes the delivery of the letter and the 
return of the receiver's receipt, all of which 
much labor and time which is uncalled for, 
and which for the purpose of the under- 
= A not essential.

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courtesy and the private car was carried 
fromt one place to another. Where the 
tracks were narrow gauge and the curves 
too short to admit of the passage of the 
private car in which the party traveled, a 
ear of the proper size was placed at its 
disposal. 

Immediately pn its arrival the party dis- 
pelled all doubt on the buil-fight matter, 
It was announced that the bull fight had 
been geen, and on Sunday. If there was 
any need for this action to be defended, 
the governor and those who accompanied 
him have done it in a manner that leaves 
them open to no further criticism. 

In speaking of the trip Mr. P. A. Stovall, 
of The Savannah Press, told in glowing 
terms of the movements of the party, the 
sights they saw and the treatment they 
received at the hands of the natives and 
ihe officials. Mr. Stovall said yesterday: 

‘*‘Mexico is certainly a great country, and 
the trip is well worth the taking. We were 
received in a most hospitable manner, and 
everything conducive to our Comfort Was 
done for us. About that bull fight? Yes, 
we saw the bull fight, and it was one of 
the most disgusting affairs | ever wiitness- 
ed. We went to the fignt one Sunday after- 
noon after we had gone to the cathedral in 
the morning. The church was a magnifi- 
cent one, and the music was beautiful. Ev- 
erybody went to the bull fight, and I im- 
agine there must have been about 10,000 
people present. Members of the cabinet 
were present, as were some of the most 
prominent people in the city. They always 
have their bull fights on Sunday, and on 
the day we were present Mazzantini, one 
of.the most famous fighters in the world, 
was to be present. The treatment of the 
horses was cruel, and we stayed only a 
short while. We went because we were 
studying the people, and the best way to 
study them is wheh they are together 
watching something in which they are 
interested. 

“The Mexicans certainly enjoyed the 
sport. They wert wild with enthusiasm 
wherever the bull gored a horse, and what 
was sickening to us was highly entertain- 
ing to them. Some one dropped a lighted 
cigarette between twor planks in the floor 
near where our party sat, and the floor 
began to smoke. The blaze was extinguished 
by two policemen, but there was consider- 
able excitement for awhile, and there came 
near being a panic. We left before the fight 
was over. Sunday in -Mexico is a great 
holiday. ' 

“The railroads of ‘Mexico are doing a 
great deal toward developing the country 
and making the government more stable. 
The presence. of the ratiroad and telegraph 
makes It possible for the president to con- 
centrate his troops at a. moment's notice 
and suppress any revolution that may bs 
brew'ng. You would be surprised at the 
cotton manufactories and other manufac- 
turing industries to be seen. Every indtce- 
ment is offered by the government to indus- 
tries of this kind, and they are exempt 
from taxation. Compulsory education laws 
are in force in.the larger cit'es, and you 
would be surpised at the fine schools to ba 
seen. I could talk aH day about Mexico 
— never finish telling of the del'ghtful 
rip 

“Politics? That its a sealed volume to 
me, and I know less what is going on in 
Georgia than any other person. I heard of 
Colonel Candler’s announcement. I was in 
Athens when he was elested from the ninth 
district, and he ‘sa grand man. He is true 
to everv interest of the people and will 
make Georgia a good governor.” 


What Captain Cscar Brown Says. 


Captain Oscar Brown, assistant adjutant 
general of Georgia, who accam panied the 
party, was highly delighted with the trip. 
He was especially pleased with the trop- 
ical features of the coutitry, and spoke of 
the bananas he saw growing in various 
places. He says of the trip: 

“TI don’t know when I have been treat- 
ed better, and the trip was one of the most 
delightful I have ever taken. I was more 
than pleased with Mexico, and enjoyed 
studving the habits and conditions of its 
people. There !s some beautiful scenery 
‘'n various parts of the country. and we 
were kept busy watching this. The occu- 
pation was a most pleasant one,” 

Captain Brown's views in regard to the 
bull fight corresponds with that of the 
others,

Weather Bureau Man Is Interested in 
the Fruit Situation. 

Chief Marbury. of the weather bureau, 
will send out’ today a circular letter to all 
of his crop correspondents in the state, in- 
quiring about the condition of the fruit 
crop. Mr. Marbury said yesterday that he 
did not think the fruit crop had suffered 
much, but if the hot weather was at all 
constant the crop might be very seriously 
interfered with if any cold weather came 
later, Records for the past years show that 
there Is almost invariably cold weather in 
the latter part of February or March and 
if the hot weather gets the sap up in the 
fruit trees there will be a chance of the 
cold weather killing the crop. 

His letter will be to find out the condi- 
tion of the trees now and everything about 
the prospective crops. He will ask for a 
report on the full month and answers to 
the inquirieS will be sent in the last of the 
month.
